No Hardship on Any- 
one.

KEEPING BOOK RECORD 

IS A NECESSARY DETAIL. 



Washington, July 81. - Sena- 
tor Bradley • to-day made^he 
following statement: "Under 
the leaf tobacco amendment the 
farmer or producer has perfect 
freedom to sell his leaf tobacco 
iu the hand to whom he chooses 
without .payment of any tax. 
Retailers will be required to 
register with the Collector of the 
district, their name or style or 
place of residence, trade or bus- 
iness, and the place where such 
trade business is to be carried 
on. This can be done simply by 
a letter to the Colleotor and up- 
on receipt of the answer there- 
to, and the rules prescribed for 
keeping books, they can proceed 
to sell, and may sell leaf tobacco 
in the hand raised iu the United 
States, to any person in any 
quantity less than a hogshead, 
except a manufacturer of tobac- 
co, snuff or cigars, without the 
payment of any tax. If one 
fails to register he is subject to 
a fine of $50. He is required to 
keep a book and enter therein 
daily, his purchases of leaf to- 
bacco and his sales, where such 
sales amount to two pounds or 
raor»*, to oDe person in one dav. 
Such record shall be kept 
written up to date in such a 
form and containing such entries 
as sha'l be prescribed by the 
Commissioner of Internal Reve- 
nue, with the approval of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and 
such books shall be kept open at 
ail time6 for the inspection of 
any internal revenue officer or 
agent. 

lie is required under regula- 
tions prescribed as aforesaid, to 
furnish on demand to any inter- 
nal revenue officer or authorized 
agent of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, a true and correct state- 
ment verified by his oath or af- 
firmation of all sales iu one. day 
with the name and residence of 
the person to/ whom sold, with 
the quality sold. 

"If the retailer wilfully re- 
fuses to furnish such iuforma 
tiou or to keep the '»ook, or 
kuowingiy makes any false 
statements or false entries iu 
such book he is liable to a fine of 
*50 for each deuces. 

"The keening of the book is 
simple, as also the makiug of the 
written statement, and will re- 
quire but little trouble, as small 
sales under two pounds will uot 
have, to be entered. 

"There has been much criti 
cisui of the bill by persons who 
were misled by the fact that the 
teu-pouud limit in the amend- 
ment us passed iu the Senate 
was omited from the bill, aud 
the further fact that the portiou 
of the bill requiring the farmer 
to keep a book , as under the 
McKiuley law, was strickeu 
from the present bill. 

"The argument that there it 
no more reason why memoran- 
dum of sales of tobacco should 
be kept than sales of corn is' ut- 
terly misleading. Corn is not 
tuxed, but tobacco is. Manu- 
facturers uf tobacco, suuff aud 
cigars are tuxed aud if there 
were no Lsteps takeu by which 
the sales of leaf could be trac 
ed, such sales would opeu 
the door to fraud. There is 
much cigar tobacco ruised in the 
United States, and those who 
manufacture cigar*, it no trace 
f the sales uf R-a^ic rtquli- 



ed, conld fill their depleted ci- 
gar boxes with fresh cigars from 
time to time aad thus escape de- 
tection and defraud the Govern- 
ment. It is true that no cigar 
tobacco is raised in Kentucky, 
but the bill could not be made 
applicable to Kentucky alone, 
but nece'ssarily embraced the 
whole country. So far br corn is 
concerned the regulations make 
it impossible for the distiller to 
uee It in making whisky without 
being defected by reason of the 
strict rules applicable to the 



same.

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DISPATCHING 

BY TELEPHONE. 

Invention of "Selector? ' Tele- 
phone Has Great PossibiL 
ities for Railroads. 

LEADING HOADS HAVE TESTED 
INSTRUMENT AND ARE PLEASED. 

All Signals on a Division Can be 
Operated Prom Central Office. 



New York, July 31.— There is 
everv indication that the tele- 
graph will be superseded by the 
telephone fot dispatchjng on 
American railroads. The change 
has been contemplated for sev- 
eral years, but only with the in- 
vemion of the "selector" baa the 
change been made practicable. 
The result is the serious consid- 
eration by railroad superintend- 
ent'" of the telephone for imme 
diate adoption. Already thirty 
Of the principal roads have 
equipped parts of th«ir lines 
with the se'ector telephone to 
test its efficiency for dispatching. 

Some strong reason lie back of 
the proposed change. The most 
important of these is that when 
Judge Laudis handed down his 
decision in favor of the nine 
hour law for railroad employes, 
a demand was at once created 
for 15,000 additional operators, 
whose estimated salaries would 
aggregate $10,000,000. 

A I Becond reason is that the 
average telegraph operator is 
not as efficient as he should be, 
and that there is a decided short- 
age of good operators. This 
shortage will be augmented by 
the nine-hour law ; less efficient 
operators will have to be em- 
ployed, and as a result dispatch- 
ing will be doue with less safety 
and with greater loss of time. 

Auother reason for the tele- 
phone's superiority is demon- 
strated by conditions in Mexico, 
where the National Railways 
were tied up because of a strike 
by the American telegraph op- 
erators. Concerted action by 
telephone operators would be to 
no purpose, as a technical educa- 
tion is not necessary to operate a 
telephone and the places of 
strikers could be filled easily. 
Thus would be eliminated all 
probability of traffic prostration 
through a strike. 
J Another economical argument 
is also evident : uutrained na 
tives could be employed in the 
couut^v districts with just as 
good, f>y^>t better, results than 
are to-dfiy obtained by import- 
ing trained aliens (operators not 
native to the place). They 
would accept lower wages to 
live at home, and it 48 estimated 
by the leadiug railroads that a 
saving of 16 to 46 per cent, cau 
be effected in this way. 

Only with the iuveution of 
the selector has the telephone 
become applicable for dispatch- 
ing. This instrument makes it 
possible for the ceutral office to 
oommunioate with any one sub- 
office of its choice unknown to 
the others, although but a single 
set of wires is used. And the 
sub-offices, to communicate with 
v.ach other, must do so through 
the central office, where the con- 
versation is audible. 

Eighty of the principal rail- 
roads of the country have been 
sounded with reference to their 
attitude towards the telephoue 
a<* a successor to the telegraph. 
These include such toads as the 
Atchison, Canadian Pacific, 
Lackawauuu aud the Pennsyl- 
vania A large majority declare 
themselves in favor of the 
change and fifty auuouuce. that 
an extension of their telephone 
systems already iu operatiou is 
contemplated. These road* 
operate 211,581 miles ef track 
and at present have 11,032 miles 
equipped for experuntutal pur- 
poses.

mileage of the countrv and 

practically determines its rail- 
road policy. It also shows the 
possibilities the selector has 
opened up and the extent of Its 
influence in facilitating and 
snfpguardinK train operation. 

It is the consensus of opinion 
that communication by laW 
phone is four times as rapid as 
by telegraph; iu fact, this has 
been proved in ' actual tests. 
Railroad superintendents also 
assert practically unanimously 
that the telephone is as safe, if 
not safer, than the older instru- 
ment. The advantages of direct 
personal communication are well 
expressed in the words of the 
opnrator when asked why he 
preferred the telephone: "If 
ybu aud I were working to.: Hi- 
er in an office and you had .-ome- 
thius; to say to me vou wouldn't 
write me a message telling me 
what you wanted done and then 
send it to me by telegraph; you 
would turn around and t-ilk to 
me." 

On the 11,082 mile* already 
equipped there are 1,400 in- 
struments in use. Before the 
telephoue is uuiversally used in 
America another 800,000 stations 
will have to be equipped. 

A further adaption of the se- 
lector, proved possible. by actual 
tests, is the operation of sema- 
phores. Instead of being con 
nected with a telephone circuit 
the instruments are used in con- 
nection wagnets of the electri- 
cally-controlled semaphores. 
With this system, all the sig- 
nals on a division can be oper- 
ated from the central dispatch- 
ing office with a single set of 
wires. 

It is evident that a great sav- 
ing in time can be effected with- 
out sacrificing in the least the 
safety of operation; that, in 
fact, operation of trains can be 
carried on with greater safety 
than with the telegraph, that 
the saving in salaries can easily 
be great enough even to effect 
the market value of the com- 
panies' stocks, and that the pow- 
er of strikers in tying up the 
service can be greatly mini 
umed. The opinion of railroad 
experts is well summed up in 
the words of an assistant super- 
intendent of the New JTork Cen- 
tral: "The dispatching of 
trains by telephone is now an 
established success, and we be- 
lieve it is so far ahead of the 
Morse service as the telegraph

logical Survey, 'based on recent 
study of the coal fields, place the

No Aitayi By Geological Survey. 

Attention is called by the 
United States Geological Sur 
vev to the fact that it does not 
make analyses or assays of ores 
or metals for the public. Many 
specimens and samples are re 
ceived by the Survey, accom 
pauied by requests for such 
treatment, with which it ib im- 
possible to comply. The most 
that cau be done iu such cases is 
for the Survey geologists to give 
an offhand opinion based ou a 
simple examination of the speci- 
men; but if a | assay is desired 
the proper course is to employ a 
private assayer or to send the 
specimen to one of the Govern- 
ment assay offices, where a reg- 
ular-charge is made for such 
work. When specimens are 
seut to the Survey for examina- 
tion, applicants should be par- 
ticular to atate whether they 
wish .them returned, otherwise 
they "Will be destroyed. Gov- 
ernment assay ofiices are located 
at Carsou, Nev. ; Seattle, 
Wash.; Boise, Idaho; Helena, 
Mout. ; Deadwood, S. Dak.; 
Salt Lake City, Utah; St. Louis, 
Mo. ; Charlotte, N. C. ; aud New

The Geological survey's report 
.shows that the percentage of de- 
crease in the coal production of 
West Virgiuia for the year 1908 
was less thau in Pennsylvania, 
Maryland, Alabama and Ohio. 
Ouly four mines reportedfla sus- 
pension during the year due to 
labor trouble. The report says : 
Another reason why the per- 
centage of decrease in West Vir- 
ginia was less than in the States 
named is the fact that, except in 
the Kanawha district, few of the 
miners in the State have organ- 
ized and there was no suspension 
of operations pending the adjust- 
ment |of the wage scale. Al 
though some vigorous attempts 
have been made from time to 
time to organize the coal miners 
of West Virginia, most of the 
mines continue to be opera tedr*' 1 
either the "open shop" or tuej 
nonunion basis, though many of 
the mines iu the Kanawha region 
have for several ye«rs been op- 
erated under agreement with the 
miners' union. 

The ten-hour day prevails in 
most of the mines, 403, em- 
ployed 39,560 men. working ten 
hours a day in 1908; 180 mines, 
employiug 14,426 men, worked 
nine hours, and 80 mines, em- 
ploying 1,242 men, worked eight 
hours." 

Coal Trade in Cauiral Weat 

Chicago, July 81. -The Black 
Diamond says that the cpal trade 
shows greater strength, with the 
exception of screenings. The 
Chicago market gets around the 
corner after a long pull. West 
ern coal shows such lucreasos m 
demand to justify stronger quo- 
tations.

Of the dozon or more recent 
strikes ouly the Philadelphia car 
strike resulted iu material gain 
to the strikers.

It is not likely that in any near future the method* of 

modern bVelMM will aO Bhangs, that the old man. per so, M U 
he more in demand than he is now. Kconomie philosophies 
are to the effect thai in general the man who has grown old ought to hr.v 
I eompetftier ii|»>n which to retire. Cold, hnrd facts that are indispufahlo 
show how (iapoffiblt this is. 

"What did von do with your money?" is the Implied question 
turned upon tho old man who must have something to do in order to live. 

"Why, I never had any money in my life." may be the unswer of thai 
honest. eanieM, capable, U-st ninn that cut worked hard all his life, hots* 
e«tly and earnest ly. 

Money too often is the mark of dishonesty and unfaithfulness in the 
individual who lias most of it. ( rooked ties- fsUa, often : hut too often it 
succeeds, and as a rule luce— isn't omstioned. Failures must submit 
to the interrogations ami the cross-examinations and the measurements, 
and the sharpest, closest of all such inqtiiMt ions is that imposed upon the 
old man. 

But the present lieoring of the old man problem is upon the young 
man. What can the young man do to anticipate that old age condition 
when he may be in the "not wanted" class? He must anticipate age. 
Why not anticipate the condition which has come upon mo many old men 
in the past? 

"What is that work in which I may work longest without thelnflie- 
tion of the age penalty?" may be a live question for this potential old 
man of the future. 

Probably in the vast majority of eases where earnest, honest men 
have worked at a chosen work that old age problem is met if, until the 
end, the worker is privileged to work. To die in the harness is by thou- 
sands considered an ideal ending of an ideal life. Accumulated money 
and idh; ease have shortened thousands of lives at the expense of content- 
ment. For this type of man it is a certainty that ability and opportunity 
to work until the end must satisfy. What, then, shall the young man 
choose — if he can — promising him that longest independent usefulness? 

To answer the question for himself naturally depends upon the indi- 
vidual and the thousand and one characteristics and tastes and equipments 
of the man for the work he may choose. A young man may have that sole 
desire to become a locomotive engineer, for example. He has the physical 
frame to more than stand the test of fireman appren- 
ticeship. He may have the nerve and judgment and 
sobriety and sanity for the ideal man in the locomotive 
cab. But what if his eyesight is bad and the chances 
are that it may grow worse ? Could the young man do 
a more foolish thing than to persist in his intentions 
to run a locomotive ? Failing eyesight is that greatest 
of all bugbears of the locomotive engineer, growing aid 
in the service. Every other qualification may be la/t him, 
but failing of the eye test he must step dona and oat.

people of the United States might always 
have that safeguard they provide that "the right to bear arms shall not 
be infringed." 

Pew men will go so far as to insist that under that section a city may 
not require registration of persons carrying revolvers, nor, indeed, to require 
them to show that their business is such aB to make carrying a pistol a 
necessity. 

Those of go<«l diameter and whose work is such thst personal pro- 

tetction is required are grunted permits without undue delay. Those who 
csnnot show egVSO to the satisfaction of the department of police are 
refused uud every PfiMPMbie man will approve of the action of the gen- 
eral superintendent of polico in withholding his sanction to an indiscrimi- 
nate practice of revolver carrying. 

At all events, the constitution cannot lie made to approve of such 
pnuti.-e.

Summarized, 
her testimony was that during the 
three yours named she kept in succes- 
sion two New York lodging houses 
where Thaw rented rooms under as- 
sumed names and to which he brought 
at various times more than 2t0 girls. 
After Thaw's imprisonment, she said, 
she paid these women at least $25, $00 
as the price of their silence au'd to 
keep them from bothering Thaw's 
wife er his mother." One of them, 
who, she said, passed as Thaw's wife, 
received $7,000. The money came 
from Thaw. 

After telling of Thaw's engaging the 
rooms, the bearing of the evidence 
upon tho question of the prisoner's 
mental condition became apparent. 
For at this point the mysterious pack- 
age which was brought to court yes- 
terday by Clifford W. Eartridge. 
Thaw's former counsel, was unwrap- 
ped, and a pearl handled whip, about 
three feet Ion*, was brought Into 
view. With this before the eyes of 
court and spectators the woman re 
lated a series of stories about finding 
Thaw on several occasions lashing the 
girls upon their bare arms and bodies. 

Posed aa Theatrical Agent. 

Thaw, she said, had pobed aa a the 
atrical agent and had lured the gli 2 
to his room with promises of engage- 
ments. When she remonstrated with 
him, she testified, his excuse was that 
the girls "weren't smart enough and

hit signature and become a laW with- 
in the next week or 10 days, accord- 
ing to the general prediction made 
here. 

Statesmen and lobbyists base their 
forecasts upon the victory of the 
president over the conference com- 
mittee. His threat of a veto, trans- 
mitted to the conferees in a written 
message, ended the last phases of the 
tariff struggle and forced Republicans 
to drive from the room the Democratic 
conferees, who had been Invited in 
for the first time since the conference 
began. 

Taft Calls Revision Downward. 

aitfrgiurtf the president la not thor- 
oughly' Stifled with the Dill, he be- 
lieves It Is In the main a revision 
downward as promised by the Repub- 
lican party paltform and his own cam- 
paign speeches. He was in a happy 
mood over the amicable adjust- 
ment of the differences that have pre- 
vailed in the committee and told a 
number of his callers he was glad lie 
had had something to do with the pre- 
paration of the bill, und would sign 
It if passed by congress as presented. 

The president regards the bill in Its 
present shape as a very great im- 
provement over the Dfngley law. In 
the first place the Philippine tariff, for 
which he has fought unremittingly ror 
10 fears, is to be enacted Into law. 
There Is the corporation tax, the 
customs court, the maximum and rain- 
imum and the provision for the tariff 
commission. 

Reductions Procured by Taft. 

Items in the tariff hill so hotly dis- 
puted and upon which President Taft 
exercised dominating influence, as 
Anally adjusted, now provide: 

One dollar and twenty-five cents a 
thousand on rough lumber, with the 
senate differentials on dressed. 

Fifteen cents a ton on Iron ore. 

Forty-five cents a long ton on coal 

Hides free, and a reduced leather 
schedule. 

Three grades of hosiery are mui.u 
factured in this country. The value- 
is approximately $1. $1.">0 and fi a 
dozen. These three grades are in- 
creased 20 per cent over the Dingley 
rates. The rates on all other gradeu 
of hose go back to the Uingley figures. 

To Issue Canal Bonds. 

Some of the Important provisions 
in the bill are. A Panama Canal bond 
issue of $290,569,000 U authorized. 

A tax of 1 per cent on the entire 
net Income of corporations above 
$5000 a year is provided for. 

The authorized issue of treasury 
certificates for money borrowed to 
meet public expenditures is Increased 
from $100,000,000 10 $200,000,000. 

A customs court, with five judges 
at $10,000 each a year, is provided 
for, with a special assistant attorney- 
general at $10,000, a deputy at $7500, 
and four assistants at $5000 each to 
represent the government In casoa 
arising under the tariff law. 

Free trade with the Philippines Is 
authorised, with limitations on the 
quantity of sugar, tobacco and cigars
